When the Craftsman or Apprentice to any Degree bas finished his term 
of nervice, and has mastered all the details of the work, he is ** recognized”?

The exercises were opened at $ p. m. with a song by children 
and others: *Build the Temple Strong and Right.” Dr. W. H. 
Dower, Guardian-in-Chief, then sa1id :

We cannot tell how much humanity may be influ- 
enced by the light that will radiate from this center. We hope it 
will bind all men in the honds of holy brotherhood. The real 
Temple is Humanity, and what we do is done for humanity, to 
put torth forces and teachings that will uplift the race. The more 
we can d1s&eminate the light the more <uccess will our labors have.

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()n this cube re<t various objects, three candles, symbols of that 
greater hght of the Higher Consciousness or Self. It is the Higher 
Selt which builds the lower elf. Those lights were put there to 
&ymbolize the three great forces which, we invoke that we may use 
these forces to help humanity. On this cube also are books, the Holy 
Scriptures, the Secret Doctrine put forth by Madame Blavatsky 
from the Great Lodge of Ma<xters, and the Christian Bible.

[nner Guard, Ida ]. Wilkins, and the various officers and members 
of the Temple of the People then in office and rex1dents of Ilalcyon, 
California. 

Be it known also that this Memorial Temple 1s erected as a 
tribute of Love and Lovalty to that great <oul, Blue Star, known on 
the outer plane as Francia A. La Due, and who passed from this 
outer plane of action on July 20, 1922, and also that this Memorial 
Temple may <tand as a token and svmbol of the will and determma- 
tion of all true Templars to carry out the plans of the Nasxter 
{Hilarian, Morva and Koot Hoomi to prepare a place for the Com- 
ing Avatar in the Great Work of the upliftment of all the races of 
tne earth. 

(Signed) Willi H. DOWER, 
Guardian-in-Chief, Temple of the 
People.

Next came the depositing of the various records, books, etC., 
The more 1n- 
portant objects were put in <ealed glass containers. While this 
was going on Mrs. Dower remarked: *We all know it 1s Blue 


in the Central cavity reserved in the Center Stone. 
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Star's birthday, but it is well 'to mention it. We always wish her 
with us and feel that on this her birthday she must. be happy. ' 

The Thirteenth Stone of the Center Stone was then laid and 
Sealed. the two priests applving a quantity of mortar. 

Dr. Dower then made the Fire Sacrifice and Incense oftering mn 
the. following words as the imcense was dropped into the rising 
flames : 

» \xcending Flames, on thy imner radiance hear to our (Great 
Brothers of the Fire Mist, the Dhvan Chohans and Dhyam Puddhis— 
the Masters of Wisdom and Angels of Love and Compasston our 
highest aspirations and desires for the unifhcation in Love and 
Brotherhood of all the races of earth. Draw to this place the 
highest and hohest forces of love, \Wi=dom and Compass10n that 
this Temple now building may radiate the Divine Order, Helptul 
ness and (Glory of Inner Realms for the Universal Good of all 
Mankind, and so aid to prepare the way on earth tor the Pertected 
Man and NMaster. 

All present then formed in line and dropped incense into the 
flames rising from a large Indian mortar. It was suggested that 
incense be put into the tlames for absent Temple members and this 
was done, many being named as the incense was used. Dr. Dower 
concluded the Fire Sacrihce by placing a handrul of incense mn the 
howl of hre for all Temple members who were present in <pirtt. 

The dedication of the Center Stone was then consummated by 
an invocation by Dr. Dower, the Guardtan-in-Chiet, in the tollow- 
NT words : 

In the Name of God the Father and the Holy Mother 
Spirit and of Christ the Son, and in the Name of Thorolf the 
Servant of the Christ, and in the Name of Hilarion his Son and 
Servant, and in the names of Morya and Koot Hoomi the 
Servants of Him, and in the names of Helene P. Blavatsky 
and William Quan Judge, and of Blue Star, Francia A. La 
Due, servants of these Masters, and by the authority and 
power vested in me and in us, we dedicate this Center Stone 
as the Foundation for the Altar of the Blue Star Memorial 
Temple, and invoke the blessings of the Masters of Light 
and Compassion on our labors now and in the days to come. 
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The Temple Mantrams were then recited by all in unison, fol- 
lowed by the <inging of the Consecration Hymn. 

The <ervices then closed with the bhenediction pronounced by 
the Guardian-m-Chietk :

In the <upernal example. Jexus made manifest this great prin-

unworthy forces from the Temple by the lash of His Spiritual Will. 
This was Wisdom acting in accord with the highest Love. For if 
evil is allowed to endure bevond a certain measure 1t can prostitute 
even Divine Love to unworthy ends.

Here are Some of the things that were <tranze about this crea- 
ture. He had two heads, two stomachs, and seven legs. ( He had 
many other and peculiar organs which he knew nothing about, but 
we will mention only these.) This 1s where <ome- seem mistaken ; 
<0me say tour legs, some six legs; others only helieve in five legs, 
while still others say three legs. There are those who say that he 
nad Seven legs. I am one of thoxe and it seems to me that he did 
really have seven legs. 

Now one head was a wise head and the other a foolish head. 
One stomach was wise and one foolish, one for each head. The 
legs were very hard to manage. Three were wise and never made 
a mistake, hke stepping into a hole; three were very foolish and 
were continually stepping into holes, bogs and quicksands The 
odd seventh leg was in the middle between the others, but it is not 
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to be called the seventh leg: it 1s really the fourth as they count 
these legs, and I see no reason to dispute it, for you can count up, 
or you can count down, 1t still remains the fourth leg whichever 
way you count. This leg was in a critical State, You were never 
Sure when or where 1t would jump next, or which side it might 
take im a fight. Now I must mention the feet, although they are 
not really a part of my story. They were very peculiar teet. The 
three foolish legs had feet something like a tiger's or cats, <oft 
and harmless looking, but they had cruel long claws drawn back 
into the smooth softness of their outer seeming. The three wise 
legs had s1milar looking feet, but they were more like a rabbit's, 
without claws, and had done no evil.

1 am study- 
ing On those feet now $0 cannot sav much or | should he guessinv 
There are all of the bones of the feet to be placed, and the "Blood 
which 1s the Life thereof,” *which 1s in the teet, and how to con- 
trol that odd leg and foot <0 as to make it act RIGHT. I think 
that I shall pull the claws and make it oft and harmless while 
preserving its great Power to help the three wise ones. They will 
then be able to overcome the three foolish feet at all times, then 
when - there is any dispute as to which way this creature shall go, 
the wise feet will take the Right Path. You see that the deciding 
Force in this creature's progress, forward or backward, 1s m thts 
odd leg. 

Sometimes it would mind the wise head and sometimes tie 
foolish head, so that no real progress was made. This creature's 
strength depended upon the food it ate and into which stomach the 
food did go. (It did not live by bread alone, but by every word that 
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procceded out of the month of God.) The wise head would choose 
good food, then by not keeping <trict attention to husmess would al- 
low the foolish head to <end this food to the foolish stomach and no 
00d would rexult. Then again, the wise head becoming careless 
while viewing the beautiful <cenerv., the foolish head would feed 
<omething poisonous into the wise Stomach and there would result a 
<evere. caxe of trouble, a kind of <piritual colic I should call it. 
\\hen the wise head. the wise Stomach, and the three wise legs 
controlled all election of food, thought and action, then this crea- 
tare flourished and grew as it shonld, but not as the foolish head 
withed It to. Alxeo, when the wise head had full control of that 
od fourth leg. this creature made rapid progress and kept out of 
all holes, bogs and quicksands. In fact, 1t would chmb a very large 
high mountain. But 1s was a long. long time before the wise head, 
the wise <tomach and that fourth odd leg would work in harmony. 

There are <pecimens of this creature living today, plenty of 
them. Some of them are making <0 many mistakes due to the

foolish head. the foolish stomach and that fourth leg working 


together. that it is verv doubtful 1t they ever get anywhere without 
help. The wise parts are getting rusty and falling apart from not 
being ned. <0 that it would he hard for vou to get them to act 
T1zht at all. Other creatures are in all conditions up to those who 
have the wise head. the wise stomach and the odd fourth leg all 


working in harmony with the three wise legs which are trying to 
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vet 1t to 20 right. The wise head 1s Master of the foolsh head, 
the wise <tomach 1s Master of the foolisch <stomach, the fourth 
wise-foolsh leg has had the foohsh claws pulled out, and 1s 
therefore now wise. but not as wise as the other three wie ones.
